Michig a n No t Only Sta te 
Cha ng ing Its Sa les Ta x 


Michii^an residents learntHl 
last 
week they ’ll be pay ing 18 per cent 
more state income tax because voters 
last November repealed the sales tax 
on food and prescription drug s. 
They may be interested to know that 
Michig an isn’t the only state that’s 
been fooling around with the sales tax 
— and then, necessarily in some cases, 
with other taxes. But the chang es are 
g oing in all directions, 
Connecticut, a small state with few 
pretensions to big ness, will lead the 
nation in at least one respect starting 
April 1. On that date the Nutmeg 
State’s sales tax rate will rise from 6 to 
7 per cent ~ the hig hest rate levied by 
any state in the Union. However, Con­ 
necticut residents can continue to 
console themselves with the fact that 
they pay no state income tax. 
Many of the 44 other states that im­ 
pose sales taxes also are contemplat­ 
ing chang es. The states considering a 
reduction of the sales tax burden out­ 
numbers those weig hing an increase. 
The proposed relief takes three 
different forms. New Jersey , for 
example, is study ing a plan to 
overhaul its entire tax structure. As 
part of the packag e, the state sales tax 
rate would be lowered from 5 to 3 per 
cent. Measures were introduced in 17 
other states to broaden the list of items 
exempt from the sales-tax or to permit 
a portion of the tax to be used as an 
income tax credit. Leg islation to raise 
sales-tax rates or to apply the tax to 
previously exempt items was in­ 
troduced in only six states. 
Utah is a special case. A bill has 
been under consideration there to 
increase the tax rate as well as the 
number of exemptions. The aim, 
presumably , is to maintain the exist­ 
ing level of sales-tax revenue while 
easing the tax’s impact on the poor, 
elderly and unemployed. 
Since World War 11, sales taxes have 
become the leading source of revenue 
for state g overnments. According to 
the Tax Foundation Inc., total collec­ 
tions in fiscal 1974 came to $22.5 billion 
— an increase of 14.2 per cent over the

previous y ear. Tax Foundation say s 
the rale of increase probably will be 
smaller this y ear because of leg isla­ 
tion to reduce rates or otherwise lig h­ 
ten the sales-tax burden. 
State .sales taxes were first instituted 
on a broad scale in the mid-19 30s, 
when state revenues were falling with 
the 
national 
income 
and 
public 
treasuries had been drained by relief 
expenditures. West Virg inia had had 
such a tax since 1921 but no other state 
adopted a sales tax on a permanent 
basis until Mississippi did so in 1930. 
The really rapid spread came in 
1933-36. After the Kansas statute of 
1937, no new state sales tax was 
adopted for 10 y ears. During this 
period nine sales-tax laws expired, 
were repealed, or were invalidated by 
the courts. 
State g overnments are enamored of 
the sales tax because it is relatively 
easy to collect, with the main respon­ 
sibility for collection falling on the 
merchant. In addition, sales-tax yields 
are stable, as well as hig h, par­ 
ticularly if food is included. Revenues 
decline in bad times but not so rapidly 
as the yield from taxes on specific 
commodities or on income. Still 
another advantag e is that sales-tax 
revenue is produced in a steady flow. 
To some, a principal drawback of 
the sales tax is its “ reg ressive” na­ 
ture. Levied at a uniform rate and 
without personal exemptions, the tax 
bears 
proportionately 
heavier on 
lower-income g roups than on more 
prosperous members of the com­ 
munity. 
On the other hand, the federal 
prog ressive income tax bears much 
more heavily on the prosperous than 
on the poor. So does the social security 
tax, althoug h to a lesser extent. And, 
in most cases, so do real residential 
property taxes. Small or cheap homes 
pay far less than big or expensive 
homes yet probably cost local g overn­ 
ment far more to police, protect 
ag ainst fire, and otherwise serve. 
There’s enoug h “ ability to pay ” 
philosophy in the g raduated federal 
income tax without making every 
other tax a “ soak the middle class” 
weapon for zealous social reformers. 
The prevailing philosophy of taxation 
should be for people to pay for the 
services they g et. No less a personag e 
than Thomas Jefferson said that. And 
he was pretty liberal for his day.

That could have 
been one of the more expensive mis­ 
takes of the Nixon presidency. 
As the world moves into the last 
quarter of the twentieth century it is 
obvious that some momentous chang es 
are taking place. The unsettled place 
of energ y at this time is a case in 
point, but far from the only one.

problems 
of 
the 
moment 
involve 
energ y , 
food, 
minerals, transportation, housing , 
conservation or almost any others, the 
key to solutions lies in better ways of 
doing thing s. Technolog ical prog ress, 
if you will. 
And that is rig ht in the middle of 
science’s ballpark. Some people fear 
science because it has the power to 
create destructive as well as cons­ 
tructive forces. That is a fear of ig ­ 
norance for prog ress cannot and 
should not be stopped. 
Using the best means available to 
solve problems and encourag e new 
processes, techniques and materials 
for the future is the way to a better life 
for all peoples. Science has a major 
role — perhaps the primary role — to 
play in that process.

My experience with the con­ 
victions under “ not g uilty by 
reason, of insanity ” and sexual 
psy chopath laws in another 
state was that while it may not 
have been the leg islative or 
judically intended purpose to 
incarcerate these individuals 
indefinitely , 
a 
frequently 
experienced end result was in­ 
definite incarceration in a men­ 
tal hospital. The alternative was 
for the in.sanity defense not to 
haw been invoked, or the sexual 
psy chopath laws not to have 
been applied, which at most 
would have resulted in a finite 


sentence with the possibility of 
early parole for g ood bt'havior. 
Roug hly, in the last decade, 
various court decisions have 
found that a person, even 
thoug h adjudicated criminally 
insane 
and ;or 
a 
sexual 
psy chopath, could not be held 
involuntarily in a mental hospi­ 
tal unless receiving “ active” 
treatment. 
Hence, such in­ 
dividuals beg an to be released 
from mental hospitals on a case 
by case basis. The new mental 
health 
code 
for 
Michig an 
basically switches the onus to 
the state to periodically review 
ver\- involuntary hospitalization 
of an individual found to be 
nx*ntally ill, rather than waiting 
f« » r the individual to initiate 
leg al proceeding s for his own 
release.

WASHINGTON — A man who 
walks into a bank, holds up a 
teller and Is convicted, Is four 
times as likely to g o to prison as 
a bank embezzler. 
Yet the embezzler’s take may 
be many times as g reat. It’s es­ 
timated that bank frauds and 
such cost us four to six times 
more each y ear than bank 
robberies. 
The averag e man found g uilty 
of interstate theft has a 50 per 
cent g reater chance of being set 
behind bars than his cousin 
found g uilty of bribing a public 
official. 
Statistics being what they are, 
these reports are undoubtedly 
imprecise. But they ’re close 
enoug h to the mark to point up a 
moral of sorts. 


By and larg e, it would seem 
that the man v^ho commits an 
economic crime is treated much 
more leniently than the man 
who breaks a shop window and 
steals a TV or mug s a passerby . 
But the statistics indicate most 
of us may suffer a g reat deal 
nwre from the stock manipula­ 
tor, the sleazy home repair 
man. the dishonest mechanic, 
the seller of worthless land or 
the embezzler. 


It is estimated, in fact, that 
wliite collar crinte costs the na­ 
tion $42 billion a y ear, perhaps 
enoug h to make the difference 
between 
a 
recession 
and 
moderate prosperity if pumped 
throug h normal channels, liia t 
$42 billion fig ures out at abou^ 
$8 00 a y ear — tax free — for 
every family in the United 
States. 
The U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce estim ates that half, or 
about $20 billion, is in consumer 
fraud and sim ilar deceptive 
practices. 
Pay offs, 
kickbacks 
and 
bribery nick us of $3 billion a 
y ear. The theft of securities and 
other stock frauds add up to 
more than $4 billion. Then

Ihcrc’s 
pilferag e, 
bezzlcment, and on. 
All this makes for hig her 
prices. It is the root of a g reat 
deal of our official corruption, 
for much of this economic crime 
is possible only throug h the 
above mentioned kickbacks, 
bribery and payoffs. 
Yet except for the flurry at 
Waterg ate, and an occasional 
headline 
over 
some 
m ul­ 
timillion dollar scandal, we 
have little stomach for the day- 
to-day detective work done na­ 
tionally if we are to make a dent 
in this problem. 
We forg et Waterg ate was 
more the rule than the excep­ 
tion. 
We forg et too, that much of 
our violent and other phy sical 
crime is sponsored by the 
economic or white colar variety . 
Dealers in stolen g oods all too 
frequently have reg ular cus­ 
tomers who place orders in ad­ 
vance for so many dozen of 
these or so many cartons of that 
required in their business. We 
do little or nothing about these 
fences 
or 
the 
dishonest 
btisinessmen who use them. 
Now the frauds we are talking 
about 
are 
limited 
to 
big 
business or smiall, to the rich or 
the poor. We have the door-to- 
door home repair fraud, and we 
have the big business price-fix­ 
ing and phwiy warranty frauds. 
A 
well-to-do 
phy sician 
in 
Philadelphia has been sen­ 
tenced to 60 day s. $10,000 and 
three y ears probationary ser­ 
vice and rehabilitation work for 
Medicare 
frauds. 
A 
com­ 
p uterize welfare fraud detec­ 
tion sy stem has resulted in a 
sig nificant caseload reduction 
where employed. 
Much of the meag er effort 
directed at economic crime is 
wasted. We catch the men in­ 
volved after they have bilked us 
out (rf thousands or millions and 
the money dissipated. This is 
failure.

Half a million refug ees, cities 
almndoned to the invader, the 
troops of an ally willing to fig ht 
forced instead to flee because 
of shortag es of fuel, ammuni­ 
tion, and spare parts — all of 
this is the trium phant han­ 
diwork of Anterican liberalism. 
What the North Vietnamese 
had been unable 
ta accomplish

WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. (AP) — Bcrlha Adams was 71 and 


alone. For some reason she refused to spend any of her $800,000 
in cash on food for herself and died of malnutrition after wasting 
away to 30 pounds, officials say. The cash and hundreds of 
valuable stock certificates w :re found in safe-deposit boxes two 
days before her death Sunday in a hospital, Mrs. Adams' 
court-appointed attorney said Monday. "I continue to be flab- 
bergasted," said attorney Robert M. Lcite. "It's hard to get over 
seeing that much money." Twenty-five year neighbors of the 
twice-married, reclusive widow, once a schoolteacher, were also 
flabbergasted. "We had no indication that the woman had a 


dime," said one, Russell Blair. "Her house looked like a pigpen 
and she got what clothes she had from the Salvation Army. She 
was starving to death and yet she wouldn't spend any money to 
get something to eat." Blair said neighbors used to lake food to 
her. They reported her condition to slate social workers early In 
March. 


She weighed 30 pounds when taken from heivhome. A probate 


judge ruled her incompetent because of senility. He named Leite 
as her guardian. 


She was first put in a nursing home, then transfered to the 


hospital where she died. 


"Mrs. Adams was certainly in a pitiful condition." Leite said, 


adding that an initial check of her home revealed -nothing lo 
indicate that she was anything but a "victim of need. I 
examined Mrs. Adams' papers as a normal procedure." he 
continued. "I found a safe deposit box key and the numbers of 
two boxes." 


A Friday examination at one bank revealed $600.000 in cash. A 


box at a different,bank, examined the same day. contained 
S199.581.50 in cash, he said. 


Inside the second were hundreds of stock certificates, 


including 740 shares of International Telephone and Telegraph, 
139 shares of International Paper Co., 103 shares American 
Hoist and Derrick and 100 shares of Pancoaslal Petroleum Co. 
Total Value of the stock was not imediately made known. She 
also had a small collection-«f silver dollars and a checking ac- 
count containing S2I0.75, Leite said. Leite said he's located a 
niece and nephew, whom lie wouldn't identify. He said that sinct 
no will had been found he wasn't sure if they will get any of Hie 
wealth. Leite said he didn't know how she amassed the fortune. 
"It now appears she was a very good businesswoman," he said.

The Saigon government is

Hoa,

Nha Trang. The sources said 
most government administra- 
tive and military staffs had been 
evacuated from the threatened 
city.

James Ruppert, was charged 
with aggravated murder in the 
mass slaying at the two-story 
home of> his mother, Charity 
Ruppert, during an Easter Sun- 
day family gathering. 


Killed were Mrs. Ruppert, 65: 


another son, Leonard, 42; his 
wife, Alma; and their eight 
children, ranging in age from 3 
to 17. 


Police said 10 of the victims 


had been shot in the head: the 
llth was killed by a bullet 
wound in the chest. 


"There is a possibility that 


victims were picked off one by 
one as they came into the 
house," John Holcomb, Hamil- 
ton prosucutor, said Monday. 
"It is a strange situation." 


And Butler County Coroner

said, 
"It's 


unlikely that 11 people would 
have been shot and killed unless 
they were held in some way or 
were in a position where none of 
them could escape." 


Police said there was no sign 


of struggle; only the bodies and 
spent cartridges from three 
pistols and a rifle found in the 
house where James Ruppert 
lived with his mother.

Michigan Not Only State 
Changing Its Sales Tax 


Michigan residents learned last 


week they1!! be paying 18 per cent 
more state income tax because voters 
last November repealed the sales tax 
on food and prescription drugs. 


They may be interested to know that 


Michigan isn't the only state that's 
been fooling around with the sales tax 
— and then, necessarily in some cases, 
with other taxes. But the changes are 
going in all directions. 


Connecticut, a small state with few 


pretensions to bigness, will lead the 


^nation in at least one respect starting 
.April 1. On that date the Nutmeg 
State's sales tax rate will rise from 6 to 
7 per cent — the highest rate levied by 
any state in the Union. However, Con- 
necticut residents can continue to 
console themselves with the fact that 
they pay no state income tax. 


Many of the 44 other states that im- 


pose sales taxes also are contemplat- 
ing changes. The states considering a 
reduction, of the sales tax burden out- 
numbers those weighing an increase 
. The proposed relief takes three 


different forms. New Jersey, for 
»exampl£, is. studying a plan to 
overhaul its entire tax structure. As 
part of the package, the state sales tax 
rate would be lowered from 5 to 3 per 
cent Measures; were introduced in 17 
other states to Broaden the list of items 
exempt-frpm\the sales-tax or to permit 
a portion of the tax to be used as an 
income tax credit Legislation to raise 
sales-tax rates or to apply the tax to 
^previously exempt items was in- 
troduced in only six states 


.Utah is a special case. A bill has 


been under consideration there to 
increase the tax rate as well as the 
number of exemptions. The aim, 
presumably, is to maintain the exist- 
_ing level of sales-tax revenue while 
easing the tax's impact on the poor, 
elderly and unemployed 
CSince World War n, sales taxes have 
become theJeading source of revenue 
for state governments. According to 
the^Tax Foundation Inc., total collec- 
tions in fiscal 1974 came to $22.5 billion 
t= an increase of 14.2 per cent over the

previous year. Tax Foundation says 


• the rate of increase probably will be 


smaller this year because of legisla- 
tion to reduce rates or otherwise ligh- 
ten the sales-tax burden. 


State sales taxes were first instituted 


on a broad scale in the mid-1930s, 
when siaie revenues were falling with 
the national income .and public 
treasuries had been drained by relief 
expenditures. West Virginia had had 
such a tax since 1921 but no other state 


^adopted a sales tax on a permanent 


basis until Mississippi did so in 1930. 


The really rapid spread came in 


1933-36. After the Kansas statute of 
1937, no new state sales tax was 
adopted for 10 years. During this 
period nine sales-tax laws expired, 
were repealed, or were invalidated by 
the courts. 


State governments are enamored of 


the sales tax because it is relatively 
easy to collect, with the main respon- 
sibility for collection falling on the 
merchant. In addition, sales-tax yields 
are stable, as well as high, par- 
ticularly if food is included. Revenues 
decline in bad times but not so rapidly 
as the yield from taxes on specific 
commodities or on income. Still 
another advantage is that sales-tax 
revenue is produced in a steady flow. 


To some, a principal drawback of 


the sales tax is its "regressive" na- 
ture Levied at a uniform rate and 
without personal exemptions, the tax 
bears proportionately heavier on 
lower-income groups than on more 
prosperous members of the com- 
munity. 


On the other hand, the federal 


progressive income tax bears much 
more heavily on the prosperous than 
on the poor. So does the social security 
tax, although to a lesser extent. And, 
in most cases, so do real residential 
property taxes. Small or cheap homes 
pay far less than big or expensive 
homes yet probably cost local govern- 
ment far more to police, protect 
against fire, and otherwise serve. 


There's enough "ability to pay" 


philosophy in the graduated federal 
income tax without making every 
other tax a "soak the middle class" 
weapon for zealous social reformers. 
The prevailing philosophy of taxation 
should be for people to pay for the 
services they get. No less a personage 
than Thomas Jefferson said that. And 
he was pretty liberal for his day.'

Re: "Criminally Insane" 


The new mental health code 


has brought fresh attention to 
the issue of releasing the 
"criminally insane." However, 
the issue was well-budded prior 
to the passage of the new code. 


My experience with the con- 


victions under "not .guilty by 
reason of insanity" and sexual 
psychopath laws in another 
state was that while it may not 
have been the legislative or 
judically intended purpose to 
incarcerate these individuals 
indefinitely, 
a 
frequently 


experienced end result was in- 
definite incarceration in a men- 
ial hospital. The alternative ,was 
for/the insanity defense not to 
have been invoked, or the sexual 
psychopath laws not to have 
been applied, which at most 
would have resulted in a finite 


sentence with the possibility of 
early parole for good behavior. 


Roughly, in the last decade.' 


various court decisions have 
found that a person, even 
though adjudicated criminally 
insane 
and ;or 
a 
sexual 


psychopath, could not be held 
involuntarily in a mental hospi- 
tal unless receiving "active" 
treatment. Hence, such in- 
dividuals began to be released 
from mental hospitals on a case 
by case basis. The new mental 
health 
code 
for Michigan 


basically switches the onus to 
the state to periodically review 
very involuntary hospitalization 
of an individual found to be 
mentally ill, rather than waiting 
for the individual to initiate 
legal proceedings for his own 
release. The end result is that a 
legal problem, that formerly 
was being disposed of through 
the mental health system, is 
now being returned to the legal

WASHINGTON — A man who 


walks into a bank, holds up a 
teller and is convicted, is four 
times as likely to go to prison as 
a bank embezzler. 


Yet the embezzler's take may 


be many times as great. It's es- 
timated that bank frauds and 
such cost us four to six times 
more each year • than bank 
robberies. 


The average man found guilty 


of interstate theft has a 50 per 
cent greater chance of being set 
behind bars than his cousin 
found guilty of bribing a public 
official. 
; 


Statistics being what they are, 


these reports are undoubtedly 
imprecise. But they're close 
enough to the mark to point up a 
moral of sorts. 


By and large, it would seem 


.- that the man vino commits an 


economic crime is treated much 
more leniently than the man 
who breaks a shop window and 
steals a TV or mugs a passerby. 
^But the statistics indicate most 
of us may suffer a great deal 
more from the stock manipula- 
tor; the sleazy home repair 
man, the dishonest mechanic, 
the seller of worthless land or 
the embezzler. 


It is estimated, in fact, that 


white collar crime costs the na- 
tion $42 billion a year, perhaps 
enough to make the difference 
between 
a 
recession 
and 


moderate prosperity if pumped 
through normal channels That 
$42 billion figures out at about 


^$800 a year — tax free — for 


every family in the United 
States 


The U S Chamber of Com- 


merce estimates that half, or 
about $20 billion, is in consumer 
fraud and similar deceptive 
practices 


Payoffs, 
kickbacks 
and 


bribery nick us of $3 billion a 
year The theft of securities and 
other stock frauds add up to 
more than $4 billion 
Then 


there's 
pilferage, 
em- 


bezzlement, and on. 


AH this makes for higher 


prices. It is the root of a great 
deal of our official corruption, 
for much of this economic crime 
is possible only through the 
above mentioned kickbacks, 
bribery and payoffs. 


Yet except for the flurry at 


Watergate, and an occasional 
headline 
over 
some 
mul- 


timillion dollar scandal, we 
have little stomach for the day- 
to-day detective work done na- 
tionally if we are to make a dent 
in this problem. 


We forget Watergate 
was 


more the rule than the excep- 
tion, 
i 


We forget too, that much of 


our violent and other physical 
crime is sponsored by the 
economic or white coiar variety. 
Dealers in stolen goods all too 
frequently have regular cus- 
tomers who place orders in ad- 
vance for so many dozen of 
these or so many cartons of that 
required in their' business. We 
do little or nothing about these 
fences 
or 
the 
dishonest 


businessmen who use them 


Now the frauds we are talking 


about 
are limited to big 


business or small, to the nch or 
the poor' We have the door-to- 
door home repair fraud, and we 
have the big business price-fix- 
ing and phony warranty frauds

Many people who are k nown 
to have ulcers go through their 
entire liv(‘s with wcasional 
flarcups. Following dietary in­ 
discretion. overindulgence in 
altxihol, too much coffee or tea, 
ext‘essive tobacco, and following 
severe 
emotional 
upsets, 
recurrences of ulcers can (xcur. 
Almost alway s, when the 
basic cause is removed and 
when a bland diet is strictly 
followed, with proper medica­ 
tion, the ulcer heals. 
However, when there is per­ 
sistent abdominal pain which 
interfers with work , daily ac­ 
tivities and sleep, more active 
forms of treatment may be con­ 
sidered. 
One of the complications of 
stomach ulcers and duodenal 
ulcers is an episode of severe 
bleeding. If bleeding from the 
ulcer cannot be controlled, sur­ 


gery may be necessary . 
Repeated episodes of bleeding 
is the prime reai^n for the par­ 
tial removal of the stomach. 
Years ago, this operation was 
considered a hazardous one. 
Today , with highly refined sur­ 
gical t(*chniques and increased 
safety of anesthesia, the opera­ 
tion is far more safe. The 
results are excellent, especially 
in patients who carefully follow 
the post operative recommen­ 
dations of their doctors.

A national conference 
of all U.S. states and some 
foreign observ ers opens April 22 
in Washington. A series of in­ 
ternational 
meetings

precede a world conference on 
water in 1977. Why all the 
worry ? 
Water is indestru ctible and 
goes throu gh a cy cle of renew­ 
ing itself. There’s as mu ch fresh 
water now as there was cen­ 
tu ries ago. 
Bu t some areas are blessed 
with bou ntifu l su pplies. An 
av erage American u ses 60 times 
more fresh water daily than an 
av erage citizen of Bangladesh. 
Water is often all too abu ndant 
in some areas in the form of 
destru ctiv e floods. It is often 
mu ch too scarce in otlwr areas 
and 
so 
there 
are 
deadly 
drou ghts, like those of the 
African su b-Sahara bell. In ad­ 
dition, indu stry and people 
poison av ailable fresh water at a 
frightening rale. 
Fresh water is essential for 
crops and meat, to irrigation, to 
inland fisheries, to forests that 
protect the land from eiTOion, to 
pu blic hy giene, for hou sehold, 
drinking and recreational u ses 
and many other needs. 
Frtnm 75 to 90 per cent of the 
world’s people are ex posed to 
u nsafe drinking and hou sehold 
water. 
Diseases from con­ 
taminated water are many , 
inclu ding 
su ch 
killers 
as 
cholera, 
ty phoid, 
ty phu s. 


amebic dy sentery , y aws. Infec­ 
tiou s hepatitis and others. lack 
of clean water disables or kills 
500 million pc» rsons a y ear and 
kills 6 mlliion infants annu ally . 
People look on water as na­ 
tu re’s gift. After all. 75 p« *r cent 
of the earth is water, althou gh 
all bu t % per cent of that is salt 
sea. Bu t if there is to iie enou gh 
u sable fresh water when and 
where n«*ed<*d, ex perts say , the 
cost is going to be heav y . 
Lester Brown, an American 
adv iser to the World Food 
Conference 
in 
Rome 
last 
Nov ember, warned delegates 
that “ water potential is by no 
means u nlimited.’’ 
“In the near fu tu re,” Brown 
said, “the lack of fri’sh water, 
rather than of land, may be the 
principal constraint on efforts to 
ex pand world food ou tpu t.” 
Water resou rces wou ld be 
enou gh, 
globally , 
to 
meet 
demands for decades bu t one 
danger, as stressed by Brown, 
is that sev ere problems of u sa­ 
ble water can generate interna­ 
tional conflict. 
One su ch conflict is now 
threatening West Africa, where 
Upper Volta and Mali are get­ 
ting close to a shooting confron­ 
tation generated by conflicting 
claims ov er water rights along 
the Beli Riv er. Now the dispu te 
is complicated by ru mors that 
oil has been discov ered along 
the riv er. 
Preparing for a series of in­ 
ternational water conferences, 
the United Nations Food and 
Agricu ltu re Organization — 
FAO — notes “the world's total 
su pplies of fresh water are 
limited and cou ld ev entu ally 
prov e inadeq u ate” It said 
agricu ltu re, the biggest u ser, 
cou ld su ffer at a time when ris­ 
ing popu lations placed more 
and more heav y demands on it. 
Water problems are centu ries 
old and problems of indu strial 
pollu tion date to the beginning 
of the indu strial rev olu tion, bu t 
ri'cognition of the problems is 
relativ ely new. 
Ex perts say iietween 80 and 90 
per cent of all water pollu tion 
problems of the indu strial na­ 
tions dev eloped since 1950. 
Some, like those cau sed by in­ 
secticides, didn’t ev en ex ist 
before then It was only after 
1950 that .some indu strial na­ 
tions lau nched programs to 
cou nter fresh water pollu tion, 
and not u ntil 10 y ears ago that a 
few began programs for coastal 
waters as well. 
Bu t not a nation in the world 
appears y et to hav e been able to 
rev erse the pollu tion trend. 
M(Kst can ex pect water problems 
to dou ble in 10 y ears and 
increase 
more 
swiftly 
thereafter. 
Freq u ently in areas where 
niHx l for action is most u rgent, 
factors su ch as politics, na­ 
tionalism. 
sov ereignty , 
bu reau cracy , lack of money and 
administrativ e talent all con­ 
tribu te to u nwillingness to act 
decisiv ely . 
“Politics is probably the big­ 
gest problem of all,” say s 
Robert Clark, associate director 
of the National Weather Serv ice 
Office of Hy drology . “Weather 
and riv ers are no respecters of 
political bou ndaries and mov e 
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across them. Bu t only when na­ 
tions inv olv ed see clear benefit 
for all from an u ndertaking arc 
they able to resolv e conflicting 
Intew'sLs.” 
Poor African rou ntries, many 
of which know the agony of 
chronic drou ght and famine, 
wou ld benefit greatly from 
cooperation, bu t there is a de­ 
tectable clash between those 
who 
want 
to 
ease 
water 
problems and gov ernments in­ 
sistent on Indu strial dev elop­ 
ment at any cost — and the cost 
will be growing all the time. 
Mrs. Letitia Obeng of Ghana, 
top water ex pert in the U N, 
Env ironment 
Program 
in 
Africa, say s there are enormou s 
potential sou rces of water deep 
u nder 
the 
desert 
in 
the 
drou ghtplagu ed belt below the 
5 >ahara and “technology Is 
av ailable to make this water 
accessible and u sefu l.” 
“It depends on manpower and 
finance,’’ she said. “ Wc need 
the will to do it. If we sit and say 
we can’t do any thing abou t it. 
then we may hav e a crisis.” 
The greatest drain on fresh 
water su pplies Is irrigation, and 
this wilt increase as larger 
popu lations req u ire more food. 
Other problems are cau sed by 
u rbanization, indu strialization, 
rising standards and demands, 
poor 
u se 
of arable 
land, 
widespread u se of pesticides 
and chemicals, and lack of 
leadership. 
For many cou ntries, inclu d­ 
ing the United States, water for 
the 
of the centu ry will be a 
focf jbe, say the ex perts, 
becau se rev ersing pollu tion and 


insu ring 
su pplies 
will 
be 
ex tremely costly . And alway s, 
the demand grows as popu lation 
grows. 
For ex ample, it tak« *s 2.5 
gallons of water to produ ce a 
gallon of gasoline; more than 10 
for a can of v egetables; more 
than 2,600 for a ton of 
sUhI , and 
the appetite for all su ch things 
is growing cv cry whert*. 
Scientists know a great deal 
abou t water, and while they still 
are accu mu lating knowU» dgc, 
lack of it is less a barrier to 
remedies than ix ilitical and 
legal snarls.

Americans, say s Clark, may 
he called u pon to make some 
lou gh choices. For ex ample, if 
farm produ ction is to be kept

“ I wou ldn't be su rprised, in 
not many j^ars,” he say s, “at

Poor nations, 
anx iou s to 
dev elop swiftly , don’t want to 
su rrender the DDT and fer­ 
tilizer shortcu ts no matter how 
mu ch they pollu te. They say 
that if Americans can afford to 
pay more for food, poor nations 
can't. 
Some remedies, like rain- 
making, 
desalinizatlon 
and 
mining of desert water, while 
feasible, inv olv e problems and 
imponderabk*s. 
Rainmaking by srientisLs has 
been going on su ccessfu lly for a 
dwade or more and has been 
pu t to u se in su ch places as 
Iran, Israel, Au stralia and 
Canada. 
The problems Inv olv ed in 
technological remedies inclu de 
heav y cost and insu fficient 
knowledge of the Impact. 
If a nation makes rain.fs this 
kther area of potential rainfall? 
If a nation changes the cou rse of 
an international riv er, does it 
depriv e another of the riv er’s 
benefits? 
Does 
the 
Sov iet 
Union’s program to alter the 
cou rses of some riv ers flowing 
into the arctic threaten climate 
changes elsewhere? 
“There’s nev er been a really 
seriou s international effort to 
concern ou rselv es with finding 
the fu ll impact of tampering 
with water resou rces,” say s Dr. 
Clark. 
Since hu manity depends for 
its life on the annu al ru noff of 
riv ers, 
say 
the 
ex perts, 
hu manity ’s fu tu re also depends 
on international collaboration 
on water probleim.

Bridge is a game full of 


adages — "second hand low; 
third' hand high"; "cover an 
honor with an honor"; "aces are 
made to take kings"; "lead 
from longest and strongest".

One of the standard ad- 
monitions for declarers is to at- 
tack your best suit. 


But just as good declarers 


learn to postpone finesses until 
other avenues of play are 
exhausted; they should also be 
alert to instances when, weaker 
suits should be attacked first in 
the play of a hand. 


Today's declarer was a firm 


believer in adages and standard 
admonitions. He won the king of 
spades, played a club to the king 
and a club to the ace. When that 
suit failed to split; he tried the 
diamond finesse. The result — 
down one. 


Since he was always going to 


make the hand if clubs split; 
declarer should- have given 
himself an extra chance by 
FIRST playing the heart suit. 
With a three-three division; the 
ninth-trick would be assured.

World Headed For Water Crises

reached a point where scientists 
are warning a world already 
wallowing in crises: cooperate 
in a search for remedies or 
court calamity. 


Essential to most human ac- 


tivity, water can mean life or 
death, bounty or poverty, war or 
peace. In an atmosphere of ur-

takes 10 gallons of water 
to produce a can of vege- 
tables; yet in some areas 
of the world .there often 
isn't enough water for 
vegetables to grow. The 
extremes of too much 
water (floods) and not 
enough (drought) have led 
experts to predict that 
unless there is interna- 
tional cooperation on con- 
trol of water supplies 
trouble lies ahead for the 
world— possibly even the 
demise of lawns in subur- 
bia.

water in 1977. Why all the 
worry? 


Water is indestructible and 


goes through a cycle of renew- 
ing itself. There's as much fresh 
water" now as there was cen- 
turies ago. 


But some areas are blessed 


with bountiful supplies. An 
average American uses 60 times 
more fresh water daily than an 
average citizen of Bangladesh. 
Water is often all too abundant 
in some areas in the form of 
destructive floods. It is often 
much too scarce in other areas 
and so there are deadly 
droughts, like 'those of the 
African sub-Sahara belt. In ad- 
dition, industry and people 
poison available fresh water at a 
frightening rate. 


Fresh water is essential for 


crops and meat; to irrigation, to 
inland fisheries, to forests that 
protect the land from erosion, to 
public hygiene, for household, 
drinking and recreational uses 
and many other needs. 


From 75 to 90 per cent of the 


world's people are exposed to 
unsafe drinking and household 
water. Diseases from con- 
taminated water are many, 
including 
such 
killers 
as 


cholera, 
typhoid, 
typhus, 


amebic dysentery, yaws, infec- 
tious hepatitis and others. Lack 
of dean water disables or kills 
adO million persons a year and 
kills 6 million infants annually. 


People look on water as na- 


ture's gift. After all, 75 per cent 
of the earth is water, although 
all but J per cent of that is salt 
sea. But if there is to be enough 
usable fresh water when and 
where needed, experts say, the 
cost is going to be heavy. 
' 


Lester Brown, an American 


adviser to the World Food 
Conference 
in 
Rome 
last 


November, warned delegates 
that "water potential is by no 
means unlimited." 


"In the near future," Brown 


said, "the lack of fresh water, 
rather than of land, may be the' 
principal constraint on efforts to 
expand world food output." 


Water resources would be 


enough, globally, to 
meet 


demands for decades but one 
danger, as stressed by Brown, 
is that severe problems of usa- 
ble water can generate interna- 
tional conflict. 


One such conflict is now 


threatening West Africa, where 
Upper Volta and Mali are get- 
ting close to a shooting confron- 
tation generated by conflicting 
claims over water rights along 
the Beli River. Now the dispute 
is complicated by rumors that 
oil has been discovered along 
the river. 


Preparing for a series of in- 


ternational water conferences, 
the United Nations Food and 
Agriculture Organization — 
FAO — notes "the world's total 
supplies of fresh water.are 
limited and could eventually 
prove inadequate." It said 
agriculture, the biggest user, 
could suffer, at a time when ris- 
ing populations placed more 
and more heavy demands on it. 


Water problems are centuries 


old and problems of industrial 
pollution date to the beginning 
of the industrial revolution, but 
recognition of the problems is, 
relatively 
new. 


Experts say between:80 and 90 


per cent of all water pollution 
problems of the industrial na- 
tions developed since 1950. 
Some, like those caused by in- 
secticides, didn't even exist 
'before then. It was only after 


1950 that some industrial na- 
tions launched programs to 
counter fresh water pollution, 
and not until 10 years ago that a 
few began programs for coastal 
waters as well. 


But not a nation in the world 


appears yet to have been able to 
reverse the pollution trend. 
Most can expect water problems 
to double in 10 years and 
increase 
• more 
swiftly 


thereafter. 


Frequently in areas where 


need for action is most urgent, 
factors such as politics, na- 
tionalism, 
sovereignty, 


bureaucracy, lack of money and 
administrative talent-all con- 
tribute to unwillingness to act 
decisively. 


"Politics is probably the big- 


gest problem of all," says 
Robert Clark, associate director 
of the National Weather Service 
Office of Hydrology. "Weather 
and rivers are no respecters of 
political boundaries and move 


across them. But only when na- 
tions involved see dear benefit 
for all from an undertaking are 
they able to resolve conflicting 
interests." 


Poor African countries, many 


of which know the agony of 
chronic drought and famine, 
would benefit greatly from 
cooperation, but there is a de- 
tectable clash between those 
who 
want 
to ease water 


problems and governments in- 
sistent on industrial develop- 
ment at any cost — and the cost 
will be growing all the time. 


Mrs. Letltia Obeng of Ghana, 


top water expert in the U.N. 
Environment 
Program 
in 


Africa, says there are enormous 
. potential sources of water deep 
under the desert 
in the 


droughtplagued belt below the 
Sahara and "technology is 
available to make this water 
accessible and useful." '' 
' "It depends on manpower and 
finance," she said. "We need 
the will to do it. If we sit and say 
we can't do anything about it, 
then we may have a crisis." 


The greatest drain on fresh 


water supplies is irrigation, and 
this will increase as larger 
populations require more food. 
Other problems are caused by 
urbanization, industrialization. 


' rising standards and demands, 


poor use of arable land, 
widespread use of pesticides 
and chemicals, and lack of 
leadership. 


For many countries, includ- 


ing the United States, water for 
the rest ot the century will be a 
focf jbe, say the -experts, 
because reversing pollution and

insuring 
supplies 
will

extremely costly. And always, 
the demand grows as population 
grows. 


For example, it takes 2.5 


gallons of water to produce a 
gallon of gasoline; more than 10 
for a can of vegetables; more 
than 2,600 for a ton of steel, and 
the appetite for all such things 
is growing everywhere. 


Scientists know a great deal 


about water, and while they still 
are accumulating knowledge, 
lack of it is less a barrier to 
remedies than political and 
legal snarls. The route to 
remedies is through politics. 


But, says Clark, nations must 


now begin examining options 
and priorities in the allocation 
of 
usable 
water for 
food 


production, energy production, 
industrial needs, household and 
hygiene, irrigation and recrea- 
tion. 


Does a nation continue using 


DDT when scientists say it 
damages the ecology? Does a 
nation use more fertilizer to 
produce more food, or conserve 
on usable water, lessen produc- 
tion and up costs? 


Americans, says Clark, may 


be called upon to make some 
touph Choices. For example, if 
farm production is to be kept 
high with fertilizers, usable 
ground water for household and 
drinking purposes will be 
costlier. 


"I wouldn't be surprised, in 


not many years," he says, "at 
the disappearance of that 
American dream, the lush 
green lawn. The water comes 
from ground water. The price is 


going up and will continue to go 
up." 


Poor nations, anxious to 


develop swiftly, don't want to 
surrender the DDT and fer- 
tilizer shortcuts no matter how 
much they pollute. They say 
that if Americans can afford to 
pay more for food, poor nations 
can't. 


Some remedies, like rain- 


making, desalinization 
and 


mining of desert water, while 
feasible, involve problems and 
imponderables. 


Rainmaking by scientists has 


been going on successfully for a 
decade or more and has been 
put to use in such places as 
Iran, Israel, Australia and 
Canada. 


The problems involved in 


technological remedies include 
heavy cost and 
insufficient 


knowledge of the impact. 


If a nation makes rain.fs this 


kther area of potential rainfall? 
If a nation changes the course of 
an international river, does it 
deprive another of the river's 
benefits? 
Does 
the 
Soviet 


Union's program to alter the 
courses of some rivers flowing 
into the arctic threaten climate 
changes elsewhere? 


"There's never been a really 


serious international effort to 
concern ourselves with finding 
the full impact, of tampering 
with .water resources," says Dr. 
Clark.

Since humanity depends for 


its life on the annual runoff of 
rivers, 
say 
the 
experts, 


humanity's future also depends 
on international collaboration 
on water problems.

tributed the utility's decline in fuel costs to two fac- 
tors. 


The IfcM executive said that the cost of oil for 


generd'ion at the compam 's Twin Branch plant to 
meet environmental regulations has decreased 
slightly, and that the company is now receiving most 
of its coal ffom its regular sources rather than through 
higher-priced spot purchases as was necessary during 
Hie miners' strike to ensure availability of generating 
LUpdUtV 
. 


Another factor in the diminished fuel cost adjust- 


ment. Koppi-r said, was a reduction in the generation 
of its Twin Branch plant caused by industrial produc- 
tion cutbacks and customer conservation efforts,,- 


•'This decrease in demand for power permitted l&M to 
produce a larger proportion of its power supply :al it's 
taxT-cost plants." Kopper said. Low-sulfur oil burned 
at Twin Branch :costs approximately fqur times as 
much as coal: 


Kopper said while there was no assurance that the 


fuel cost adjustment would continue to decline he was 
optimistic. He warned, however, that terms of the 
recent miners' contract .settlement is starting to be- 
reflected in higher coal costs and that such additional 
federal regulations like the new strip-mining bill now: 
under consideration also will cause coal'costs to 


increase further. The latter atone by as much as &5» a 
ton. 


Kopper reported that while the company's nuclear 


mil at- its Cook Plant was operating as scheduled, 
having reached a generation level of 835.8*9 kilowatts, 
it was too early to determine what effect its generating 
output might have on the fuel adjustment. 


The l&M executive^ stated that the companjv is con- 


tinuing its efforts to provide electricity at-the lowest' 
prices possible, but it's an uphill battle all he way 
because so many of our costs are beyond our control. 
Some priorities need to be changed. As one example,

RfMJghly 30 Michigan commercial fishermen are oxp ectiKl to he 
p ut out of the chub business, including several from St. Josep h. 
South Haven awl Saugatuck. 
As p lans now stand, there will he one ”rest*arch" chub fisher­ 
man from southwestmi Michigan. A screening p rwess has cut the 
number of eligible fishermen from St. Josep h, South Haven and 
Saugatuck to seven (the Dep artnM*nt of Natural Resources hasn’t 
relea.se the names), and a drawing including the seven will de­ 
termine the winner M the research p ermit. 
Lake Michigan's share of the chub catch will be 190.000 p ounds 
p er year, with the total divided up about equally among five 
fislwrmen. 
Hop efully, there will be financial cximp ensation for those p ul out 
of the chub business. The governor’s budget request includes $1.5 
million item for c*omp ensation. 
It will be up to the legislature to ap p rove the comp « *nsation and 
how it would be disp ensed, but the DNR is thinking along the lines 
half tl« value of the catch for the p ast two years (c*ssentially one 
year’s income). 
The chub clc» ure doesn’t mean that all these p tsip le will be p ut 
out of the commercial fishing businv‘ss. Some have already in­ 
dicated th ^ will use their comp ensation moiie^* to convert to new 
gear for fishing other sp ecies, such as suckers, smelt, whitefish 
and p eixh. 
There is a guarantec*d market for fierch. but the commercial 
take o f p erch is p resently closed, so any reop ening of that fishery 
would be on a limited p ermit and quota basis, p robably about 
100.000 p ounds for Michigan waters. 
DNR biokigists feel allowing a limited commercial p erch catch 
with gear other than gill nets would serve several p urp oses. It 
would help determine which typ es of selective gear are feasible 
fw harvesting p erch along with help ing monitor the condition of 
the p erch p op ulation. Furthermore, it would help keep coinrniT- 
cial fishermen in business and maybe even lead to a bigger com­ 
mercial harvest in the future, dep ending on how big of a combined 
commercial and sp ort harvest p t» rch p rove to endure without 
damage to their numbers. 
Meanwhile, the market for suckers is unp roven but 
p romising....market testing is now underway, John Scott, chief of 
the DNR’s Lake Michigan section, says “the p otential is there”

Onee End a ng ered Sea Otter 
No w Pro b lem In Ccd ifo mia 


MONTEREY, Calif. (AP) - 
The bewhlskered sea otter, oace 
threatened 
with 
extinction 
bi cause of its beautiful fur. is 
tlireatened again, this time for 
its exp ertise at tximp eting with 
man for clams, crabs and 
abalone. 
Fisherman 
claim 
the 
voracious otter, now well up in 
numbers, is so good at hunting 
that he has almost wip ed out the 
north central coast p ismo clam 
and is threatening the very sur­ 
vival of the California crab in­ 
dustry. 
Fishermen commonly regard 
otters as natural enemies and 
often shoot at them. Since 1911, 
federal law has p rovided for a 
$20,0fK) fine for killing otters, 
but there has been only one 
conviction. 
Otters are a common sight 
around Monterey and Morro 
bays, where they can be seen 
floating on their Iracks holding a 
clam on their chests with one 
claw, while bashing away at it 
with a rock in the other. 
Sea otters are found only 
along the Asiatic and North 
American Pacific coasts. Adults 
can grow to more than 5-feet 
long, including the tail, and 


weigh more than ^ p ounds. 
The California I^p artment of 
Fish and Game decided last 
week to seek federal p ermission 
to trap and remove all otters 
found outside the 132-mile 
stretch of the coast between 
Morro and Monterey bays. The 
dep artment wants to take the 
cap tured otters to Navy-owned 
San Nicholas in the Channel 
Islands. 
The dep artment claims the 
otter is surviving so success­ 
fully it is moving north at the 
rate of a mile a month. At that 
sp eed, they could reach San 
Francisco ^ y , 85 miles north of 
Monterey, before long. 
For two centuries, trap p ers 
p ursued the otters. A p elt once 
brought as much as 11,700. By 
the early 19(K)s, the otter was 
believed to be extinct, but a 
small colony was found on the 
Big Sur Coast in the 1 9 ^ . 
Today, the dep artment es­ 
timates there are 1,700 on this 
coast. 
Daniel Miller, a marine 
biologist for the dep artment, 
wants to p revent the migration 
of the otter into Saij Francisco 
Bay, fearing that the survival of 
the state’s crab industry is at 


stake. 
He said it will take up to 12 
years for the clam to recover in 
Monterey Bay. if the otters are 
removed soon. 
A class at the University of 
California at Santa Cruz l^p ed 
into the 
rhubarb 
between 
fishermen and cmservationists 
recently with a study which 
conclude that the fish and 
game (tep artrment is unjustly 
blaming otters for the disap ­ 
p earance of abalones and clanMi. 
The stiKly says humans are at 
least p artly to blame, harvest­ 
ing huge amounts of shellfish, 
including some that are imma­ 
ture. There are no limits for 
p rofessitHial abakme hunters for 
a single day’s take.

Co ntra sting to the stark 


beauty of the low desert, the

Sitting In the middle of the 
p ark like a string of fortresses 
is the Chisos mountain range 
with p eaks in exces» of 7,000 feet 
and stands of dreop ing junip er, 
p inon p ine.

tural History Association offers 
backp ackers a choice of 32 es- 
tablishtxl and p rimitive routes, 
ranging from a quarter-mile 
walk to a rugged, six-day trek 
across the p ark. 
But Big Bend, which covers 
7(» ,221 acr«Ms, also p rovides the 
exp erienced hiker with a chance 
to test his wilderness skills by 
bushwacking across country 
that has yet to be fully exp lored. 
Off the lieaten p aths, the 
backp acker may encounter such 
wildlife as coyote, javelina or 
mule deer and sometimes at 
night can hear the throaty roar 
of a mountain lion. 
For all it’s beauty, however. 
Big Bend is not without one 
major 
shortcoming: 
Its 
weather. 


From May through Sep ­ 
tember, temp eratures in the 
desert frequently exceed KW 
df'grees, restririing most hikers 
to 
the 
mountains, 
where 
temp erature 
rarely 
reach 
above the mid-Ws. 


In the winter, however, back­ 
p ackers can range through the 
p ark and rarely exp erience 
temp erature below freezing or 
above the mid-70s. 


Because of its esentially 
desert terrain, water is scarce. 
Hikers must carry water on 
most of the etablished trials. 
Water from the river cannot be 
consumed 
safely 
without 
boiling.

Efforts are continuing to es­ 
tablish a p i-rmanent breeding 
p op ulation of greater Canada 
geese 
in 
southwestern 
Michigan. 
The Dep artment of Natural 
Resources released 120 of the 
greater Canadas — which are 
almost twice as large as a 
regular Canada — last week at 
three area sites. 
Eighty of the wing-clip p ed 
birds were p ut in the Barry 
(county) State Game Area while 
24 were released at the Crane 
Pond Skate Game Area in Cass 
county and another 1« were p ut 
on Leidy Lake In St. Josep h 
county. 
This is the third year of the 
greater Canada gotwie p rr^am . 
and although success has been 
limited, p rogress has been 
made. There were more than 60 
broods of ji^ese raised in the 
DNR’s southwestern Michigan 
district lari year. 
The 
area’s 
new greater 
Canadas were trap p ed at the 
Kensington Retreation Area in 
the central p art of the slate, 
which has a surp lus of the 
honkers. 


The regular Canada, which 
looks like the greater one, ex­ 
cep t for size, generally breeds 
in Canada. But they do stop by 
the thousands to rest In the 
Allegan State Game Area refuge 
while making sp ring and fall 
migrations. 
Greaters 
also 
migrate, but nothing like their 
smaller cousins. 


Because they are 
wing- 
clip p fxi, the area g« « e won’t 
be able ,to fly again until 
August, it is assumed that 
some of the geese will then 
“home" back to Kensington, 
but It is also hop ed that birds 
raised 
in 
southwestern 
Michigan will make the area 
their p ermanent Iwme. 
homing Instinct wa n seen when 
some of the surp lus Kensington 
geese were ship p ed to Tennes­ 
see in an effort to establish a 
breeding p op ulation.

Op olka cautions northern 
Michigan snowmobile op era­ 
tors that riding on thawing ice 
this time o t year is esp ecially 
hazardous. “If you are going to 
ride on ice, use common sense 
and do not venture out on 
frozen 
lak^ 
and 
streams 
without knowing ice condi­ 
tions.” he warns. 
{ “The shoreline areas o f lakes 
often have thinner ice than the 
renter, esp ecially in

winter and early sj^nri- If you 
encounter op en water, release 


the throttle, brake gently and 
turn away," Op olka recom­ 
mends.

Gulf Is Newest Target 
Of FEA Pricing Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Fetfc'ral Energy Administration 
say s it has inv estigated almost 
90,000 cases in its y ear-old probe 
of petroleum ov ercharging, in­ 
v olv ing companies from the oil 
giants to the smallest fuel re­ 
tailers. 
With only a fraction of the 
cases completed, the FEA has 
made companies pay back more 
than $611 million, and is pursu­ 
ing more possible ov ercharges 
estimated to total any where 
fnim $50 million to $250 million.

Resources released 120 of the 
greater Canadas — which'are 
almost twice as 'large as a 
regular Canada — last week at 
three area sites. 


Eighty of the wing-clipped 


birds were put in the Barry 
(county) State Game Area white 
24 were released at the Crane 
Pond State Game Area In Cass 
county and another 1C were put- 
on Leidy Lake in St. Joseph 
county." .:v'. 


This is the third year of the 


greater Canada goose program, 
.and. although success has been 
limited, progress has been 
made. There .were more than 60 
broods of geese raised in the 
DNR's southwestern Michigan 
district last year: 


The area's new .greater 


Canadas were trapped at the 
Kensington Recreation Area in 
the central part of the state, 
which has, a surplus of the 
honkers - 


The regular Canada, which 


looks like the greater one. ex- 
cept for size, generally breeds 
in Canada. But they do stop by 
the thousands to rest in the 
Allegan State Game Area refuge 
while making spring and fall 
migrations. 
Greaters 
also 


migrate, but nothing like their 
smaller cousins. 


Because 
they are', wing- 


clipped, the area geese won't 
be able ,to fly again until 
August.. It is assumed that

Nesting islands are about 10 


feet square and comprised of 
large criss-crossed timbers, on- 
to which are piled brush and 


' hay. The structure is put on ice 
over shallow water in the 
winter, and it settles to the bot- 
tom when the ice thaws. Ducks 
also use the islands.

It will be up to the legislature to approve the compensation and 


how it would be dispensed, but the DNR'is thinking along the lines 
of half the value of the catch for the past two years (essentially one 
year's inconie)

The chub closure doesn't mean that all these people will be put 


out of the commercial fishing business. Some have already in- 
dicated they will use their compensation money to convert to new 
gear for fishing other species, such as suckers, smelt, whitefish 
and perch. 


There is a guaranteed market for perch, but, the commercial 


take of perch is presently closed, so any reopening of that fishery 
would be on a limited permit and quota basis, probably about 
100,000 pounds for Michigan waters. 


DNR biologists feel allowing a limited commercial perch catch 


with gear other than gill nets would serve several purposes^ It 
would help determine which types of selective gear are feasible 
for harvesting perch along with helping monitor the condition of 
the perch population. Furthermore, it would help keep commer- 
cial fishermen in business and maybe even lead to a bigger com- 
mercial harvest in the future, depending on how big of a combined 
commercial and sport harvest perch prove to endure without 
damage to their numbers. 


Meanwhile, the market for suckers is unproven but 


promising....market testing is now underway. John Scott, chief of 
the DNR's Lake Michigan section, says "the potential is there" 
and "it could develop rather rapidly in a year or two." 
- The chub closure is another-in a long line of "restrictions which 
have drastically reduced and controlled commercial fishing, but if 
selective gear works out and markets are found for previously 
imharvested species, commercial fishing could soon be on the 
upturn.

Once Endangered Sea Otter 
Now Problem In California 


MONTEREY; cam. (AP> — 


The bewhiskered sea otter, o«ce 
threatened 
with 
extinction 


because of its'beautiful fur, is 
threatened again, this time for 
its expertise at competing with 
man for 'clams, crabs and 
abalone.. 


Fisherman 
claim 
the 


voracious otter, now well up in 
numbers, is so good at hunting 
that he has almost wiped out the 
north central coast pismo clam 
and is threatening the very sur- 
vival of the California crab in- 
dustry. 


Fishermen commonly regard 


otters as natural enemies and 
often shoot at them. Since 1911, 
federal law has provided for a 
$20,000 fine for killing otters, 
but there has been only one 
conviction. 


Otters are a common sight 


around Monterey and Morro 
bays, where they can be seen 
. floating on their backs holding a 
clam on their chests with one 
claw, while bashing away at it 
with a rock in the other. 


Sea otters are found only 


along' the Asiatic and North 
American Pacific coasts. Adults 
can grow to more than 5-feet 
long, including the tail, and 


weigh more than 30 pounds. 


The California Department of 


Fish and Game decided iast 
week to seek federal permission 
to trap and remove all otters 
found outside the 132-mile 
stretch of the coast between 
Morro and Monterey bays. The 
department wants to take the 
captured otters to Navy-owned 
San, Nicholas in the Channel 
Islands. 


The department claims the 


otter is surviving so success- 
fully it is moving north at the 
rate of a mile a month. At that 
speed, they could reach San 
Francisco Bay, 85 miles north of 
Monterey, before long. 


For two.centuries, trappers 


pursued the otters. A pelt once 
brought-as much as. $1,700. By 
the early 1900s, the otter was 
believed to be 'extinct, but a 
small colony was found on the 
Big Sur Coast in the 1920s. 
Today, the department es- 
timates there are 1,700 on. this 
coast. 


Daniel Miller, a marine 


biologist for'the department, 
wants to prevent the, migration 
of the otter- into Sao Francisco 
Bay, fearing that the survival of 
the state's crab industry is at 


. stake. 


He said it will take up to 12 


years for the clam to recover in 
Monterey Bay, if the otters are 
removed soon. 


A class at the University of 


California at Santa Cruz leaped 
into the rhubarb between 
fishermen and conservationists 
.recently with a study which 
concludes that the fish and 
game departrment is unjustly 
blaming otters for the disap- 
pearance of abalones and clams. 


The study says humans are at 


least partly to blame,, harvest- 
ing huge, amounts of shellfish, 
including some that are imma- 
ture.- There are no limits for 
professional abalone hunters for 
a single day's take.

basket bill declined in 11 cities, 
down an average of 3.2 per cent, 
and increased in two cities, up 
an average of six-tenths of one 
PIT cent.

when the bill dropped in nine 
cities and rose in four, but the 
price of groceries was still 
much higher than last year.

You arc now bcinK Invited by the Federal Trade 
Commission in Washington to say what you think 
about the FTC’s proposals 
for a 
revolutionary 
overhaul of the rules governing all food advertising. 
The fTC is the top agency reg ulating our whole 
advertising industry ; food ads — along 
with food 
ialxds — are the prime sources of information on the 
foods w’c buy. 
The FTC spwifically pn» pi)svs 
that; 
— No food CYMJid he advertised 
as “ nutritious” unless it con­ 
tained at Irest 10 per cent of the 
U.S. 
Rreommended 
Daily 
Allowance (“ KDA” ) per KHI 
calories, of at least four nu­ 
trients. inciuding protein: 
— Any foiKi advertised as 
“ dietetic” would have to state 
the number of calories; 
— .Any “emphatic claim” for 
a food's nutritional virtues — 
e.g., “packed with vitamins” — 
could be made only if the food 
contained at least 35 per eenf of 
the 
RDA 
of 
the 
nutrient 
"emphatieally” advertised. 
But critic's are now pointing 
out that the easi<*sl way to gil 
around the new rules would be 
simply to give no lnformati(» n 
whatsoever on nutritional as­ 
pects 
of 
advertised 
foods! 
Which, of course, would leave 
all of us much worse off than we 
are today. 
We are steadily reaching new 
depths of nutritional illiteracy 
in the U.S. Our ignorance has 
lM*come a major factor in the 
reicntless dcx linc In our overall 
nutritional status. 
As 
the 
White 
House 
Conference report on F'ood, Nu­ 
trition and Health put it as far 
back as 1969; “The gaps in our 
public knowledge about nutri­ 
tion, along with actual misin­ 
formation carried by some 
media, 
are 
cxintrihuting 
seriously to the problem of 
hunger and malnutrition in the 
U.S.” 
The connection betwiH'n mal­ 
nutrition and the “ iiiforniation 
gap” couldn’t be ftiore clearly 
stated. 
As just one illustration of our 
malnutrition, obesity affects 
tens of millions of Americans 
and this potentially deadly 
disease is (lirectly linked with 
nutritional 
Illiteracy. 
The 
proposed FTC regulations don't 
even touch on the problems of 
excess 
amounts 
of 
sugar 
included in so many Rwds today 
or of dangerously exc^essive (for 
millions of us) aniounts of 
cholesterol or of dangerously 
small amounts of fiber. 
Although the new rules would 
apply to the key vitamins and 
ftiinerals for which Recom­ 
mended Daily Allowances have 
been set by the Food & Drug 
Administration, 
they 
don’t 
touch on the crucial importance 
of at least M other “ less 
popular” nutrients. 
For example, an orange drink 
may be loaded with added vi­ 
tamin C but may have little else 
— and thus perpetuate the belief 
that loads of a single nutrient 
will help the whole body as 
much as the full range of nu­ 
trients in a real orange. The fact 
is, as many nutritionists stress, 
that there are more than 40 es- 
^ntial nutrients, and they work 
in "team ” fashion.

113 77, down 3 per cent from

.The statewide average was 
$14:04 when the survey began 


six month ago. 


The survey is conducted on 


the last Friday of every month 
at one store in each of nine 
Michigan Marketbasket cities. 
The store and the items remain 
-the same, allowing month-to- 
month comparisons. 


Last month, the Marketbasket 


showed a five per cent drop 
from the November high. 


The price of a five-pound bag 


of sugar, which topped at $2.91 
in November, continued to drop, 
now to $1.79. A low of $1.65 was 
paid 
in 
Pontiac, 
while 


Marquette shoppers paid $2.19. 


Chopped chuck also showed a 


nice decline, dropping an 
average of six cents over 
February. Flint shoppers paid a 


low of 8$ cents while Gaylord 
shoppers paid $1.19. 


One pound of coffee dropped 


to an average of $1.24, matching 
a low reached in December. 
Coffee reached a high $1.29 in 
September. Lansing and Grand 
Rapids shoppers paid a low
